Motorcycle Safety Foundation (MSF) 
president Dr. Charles H. Hartman has 
been appointed by President Carter to 
the National Highway Safety Advisory 
Committee. The committee reports 
directly to Secretary of Transportation 
Brock Adams advinsing, consulting 
and making recommendations on 
highway safety issues. 


The Ridgecrest Cycle Park 
Committee, a city council 
committee, is in the process of 
creating a 160 acre recreation park 
west of the city of Ridgecrest, CA. 
Eighty acres will be for 
motorcycle use — 40 for a 
motocross track and 40 for 
trailbike riding. Overnight camping 
facilities will be available on the 
BLM land.

Kentner crashes Pro class party

In this age of screaming two-strokes, an Ameri- 
and tradition still lives on through the Carrera 
sponsored 3rd Annual 4-Stroke Motocross Na- 
tional Championship. The life of the fabulous 


four-stroker is far from over, and 
when Carlsbad Raceway donated 
their track and the Knobby Shop 
International put out the effort 
for the third year in a row, a great day 
of racing emerged. 

Also emerging from a high quality 
field of Open Pros was a surprise 
winner. Oregon State Champion Rod 
Kentner came out with his C&J framed 
Powroll TT500 Yamaha and his 
Grizzly Bear Pizza local sponsorship 
and took a liking to SoCal four- 
stroking. In his mid 20s, Kentner can be 
a real threat anywhere, and he proved 
it to a lot of hot thumpers. 

For some, a four-stroke National is 
nothing more than a group of the “old 
timers” getting out and having a good 
time. For others it is the chance to get 
out and see what racing was like back 
in the good old days. 

But for the serious competitor, the 
United States Grand Prix could never 
match the thrills and excitement of 
riding a heavy, powerful thumper 
down the steep washboards and 
getting close to 300 pounds of 
motorcycle airborne. And what a 
great feeling your ears put out when 
they hear the torque and low end 
grunt of the four-stroke machines. 

Honda dominated most of the 
Sportsman field, with Yamaha getting 
a little better showing in the Pro class. 
For the first time in the 4-Stroke 
Nationals, a Harley-Davidson was 
entered. What's so strange about that? 
Try racing a 1000cc Sportster over the 
terrain of Carlsbad! Kawasaki came 
out with their own thumper for the 
race. BSAs, Ducatis and even a 
Matchless were in the running. 
Vintage machinery and the more 
experienced riders all came out to try 
their luck. 


Open Pros 

Two of the most sano bikes were 
entered in the Open Pro class, and two 
of the best riders were on them. From 
the Knobby Shop International came 
Marty Moates and Tommy Croft, both 
on KSI-prepared Hondas. The bikes 
were definitely the fastest in the field, 
but with all of their trick components, 
they fell short of their anticipated 
goals. Two names missing from the 
field were Mike and Marty Tripes. 
CCM had planned to send both riders 
to the National, but a break-in at the 
firm halted the effort. Chuck “Feets” 
Minert was on hand though, expected 
to ride the Old Timers class. He rode 
with the Pros instead, and placed well. 

As the Pros left the gate, Moates 
and Croft started running away from 
the pack. As the duo crested the long 
uphill, Croft pulled alongside Moates 
then, in a puff of blue smoke, stopped 
dead. With a rock caught in the 
sprockets, Croft could only wait until a 
new chain was brought to him. 

Moates was left so far out in front 
that he could only find lapped riders 
to pass. Back in a distant second was 
Rod Kentner, who was not as fortunate 
as Moates and had riders all over him. 

Croft reentered the scene with a new 
chain and rode past everyone but 
Moates and Kentner in a desperate 








effort to regain lost time. When the 
checkers ended the first round, it was 
Moates and Kentner taking the top two 
spots. 

In the pits, the KSI team was in 
total despair about Moates' bike. The 
header pipe, a hand-built model, had 
broken off at the exhaust manifold. 
Croft volunteered his machine to 
Moates, and then went in to change 
and see how his teammate could do on 
the different bike. 

When the gate dropped for the 
second time, Moates began his usual 
charge to the front. This time it took 
him less than half a lap to take over 
the lead. With Croft sidelined, there 
was no competition. At least that was 
what it seemed like for all but the last 
lap of the race. 

Back in second was Mark Ellis with 
Kentner right behind. Switching 
positions some seven times in one lap, 
Kentner proved he hadn't come all the 
way from Bend, Oregon to play 
around. He took the second spot and 
set after a distant Moates. This was 
quite a feat as Kentner came from /ast 
place after involving himself in a first 
turn pileup. 

With the white flagout and no one 
in sight, Moates began to let up on the 
final lap. But no more than halfway 
into the lap, Moates went into a 
muddy corner and he never came out. 

Breaking his second bike today, 
Moates did away with the KSI Honda's 
tranny. Kentner passed Moates in the 
turn, and he rode on to become the 
title holder of the 1977 4-Stroke 
Nationals. 


Old Timers 

In a classic battle of champions, 
Rolf Tibblin, Dick Mann and a host of 
the "elder" racers flew off the line in a 
pack that was so action-packed that 
only the sore or crippled didn't stand 
up and shout. A rather unique 
situation developed when Rolf Tibblin 
blew his holeshot to Dick Mann’s 
advantage. Mann, who had not ridden 
Carlsbad since the 1969 Trans-AMA 
event, met with one of the most 
knowledgeable riders of the course. 

Where Rolf squared off every turn, 
Dick went feet up and slidin’ through 
‘em: The rider vs. the slider. The two 
went neck and neck until Mann tired 
and went head first over the bars. 
Tibblin ran away with this win, but 
Mann rode so determinedly that he 
caught and passed the second place 
rider at the flag. 

When the two sat on the line for the 
second moto, the conversation wasn't 
about how they were going to try and 
beat each other, but on how good 
looking some of the female-types were 
today. But when the gate dropped, it 
was all action. 

Mann wasted no time in taking over 
the lead as Tibblin suffered a terrible 
start and had to push his Yamaha to 
the limit. Within one lap he took over 
second and started chasing after Mann 
once again. Showing his knowledge of 
the track, Tibblin rode past Mann at 
the top of the long uphill like he was in 
reverse. 

Dick knew he had to-get the lead 
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side by side throughout the remainder 
of the lap. With the white flag ready to 
come out, Mann and Tibblin started 
flying higher for that number one 
spot. 

The tide changed in one turn as first 
Mann got into trouble, then Tibblin. 
Mann slid into the fences but came out 
with nothing lost but time. Tibblin did 
the same maneuver, and bent his 
brake lever clear up into the cylinder! 
Mann rode past with a shrug and an 
"it happened to me too" look, and 
proceeded to take the overall win. 
Open Sportsman 

The largest field of the day was 
recorded in the Open Sportsman 
classes where A and B divisions had to 
be run. The top four Amateurs and 
the top eight Novices from each 
division transferred into the second 
moto "final," while the bottom went 
into a support-type moto. 

In the A division, 26 thumpers went 
into the first corner with Mike Sullivan 
bent on coming out first. With a few 
pushes and shoves, he earned the top 
spot and never found anyone tough 
enough to smack a bar into him. In 
the second place scramble were Jim 
Wilson, Ramon Bruner and Steve 
Presley. 


Presley used heavy throttle control 
(one position: to the stops) and flew up 
from fourth to second in one lap. 
Losing bikes every lap, Presley pulled 
Keith Petranzelo across the white flag 
and into the final lap. With Sullivan 
flying way out in front, Petranzelo 
tried in vain for a pass on Presley, but 
failed just feet from the checkers. 


Taking charge of the B Division off 
the line was Steve Chandler. After 
three laps, Chandler relinquished his 
lead to Vince Kreizinger. On the same 
lap, Chandler disappeared in the 
gully. Robert Brooks saw the little 
excursion Chandler took and slid up 
into second. Fred Gill came into the 
scene from the middle of the pack to 
clinch the third spot behind Kreizinger 
and Brooks. 

Support action was just as the name 
stated; a lot of action, only a little 
slower. Steve Chandler came out again 
to see if he could put together a win. 
After throbbing his big machine into 
the lead once again troubles plagued 
him. Third was all he could manage 
before he took another scenic route 
around the course. 

Meanwhile, Robert Brooks was 
enjoying the misfortunes of others as 
he rode to an incredible lead. As the 
checkered flag came out, Brooks had 
lapped all but two riders. With only 
three riders on the same lap, scoring 
the mid pack was tough. 

A crowded first turn sent riders in 
all directions at the start of the Final 
moto. Mike Sullivan and Vince 
Kreizinger both came out fast. 
Sullivan came through the first lap 
with a lead the size of a gnat's butt, 
and when they came to the conclusion 
of the first time around, Kreizinger 
put out too much thump for Sullivan 
to handle. Keith Petranzelo took some 
serious notes of the passing going on 
up ahead, and at the end of the third 
lap, Sullivan again fell to a last-turn 
pass, this one by Petranzelo. As the 
low rumble thinned out as bikes and 
bodies were scattered all over the 
outsides of the track, Vince Kreizinger 
rode across to a first overall, and the 
first Amateur. 


Sidehacks 


Creating the craziest action of the 
day were the sidehack racers. With 
wheels spinning and monkeys flying, 
Bart Crandel and Ron Swart flew their 
three-wheeler into the lead. The 
team of Pete and J.T. Whitney were 
close behind, and when the 
Crandel/Swart team started fading, 
the Whitneys took, command. The 
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between them and second place 
hackers Ralph Whitney and Russ 
Jones. The Crandel/Swart team 
succumbed to a busted chain before 
they crossed the line. 

Repeating their first moto victory, 
the Whitney team came out and swept 
the second moto. The Whitney/Jones 
team again took second with the team 
of Richard Langosh and Duane 
McDowell riding in third, their hard- 
earned finishing position the last race. 
Finshes and overalls went 
Whitney/Whitney, Whitney/Jones, 
and Langosh/McDowell, who also 
brought along a fine looking rooting 
section,

Starting off the day's excite- 
ment were the D-37 0-200cc 


Novices and Beginners. Mike Tinajero 
had Pat Cain in dust.

The 
first narrow uphill took its toll, the 
first downhill did a number on a few 
also.

Balentine shines 
at CRC Golden 
Bear H&H

KTM mounted Bob Balentine worked his way 
up from a fourth-row start to the lead physically 
as well as by time, giving him the overall win at 
the CRC Golden Bear point to point hare and 


hound, which ran from California 
City to Red Mountain. 

The start was a timed situation 
with 10 riders in a row and each 
row left one minute apart. When the 
first row departed at 9:01 it was 
Howard McCasland (400 KTM) and 
Amateur Richard Zajic (250 Suz) who 
led the charge. McCasland took firm 
command of the lead as the course 
turned off the fire road and into the 
open desert. Morgan Molocco (400 IT) 
led the second row off the line a 
minute later and was really going for 
it. The fourth row housed Balentine 
and teammate Tom Kelly (400 KTM). 
When they set sail, Kelly and 
Balentine immediately began to battle 
it out with the pair nearly colliding at 
one point. When Balentine reached 
the rollers he took charge of the 
situation and put a couple of seconds 
on Kelly. 

At 9:35 when the first rider entered 
the first gas pit, “approximately 30 
miles out”, it was McCasland with 
about 45 seconds over Zajic who in 
turn had about 35 second over 
Malocco. John Foster (125 Yam) was 
running fourth with Balentine and 
Kelly not far behind. Amateur Chuck 
Miller (175 IT) was in control of the 
seventh spot with Heath Hibbard (400 
Yam), Amateur Wayne Allen (400 
Yam), Doug Busner (250 Suz), and 
Amateur Mark Moulett (250 KTM) 
following in order. 

As the course headed around 
Randsburg and towards gas two down 
Trona road, Balentine picked up 


Foster and Malocco. Malocco, 
realizing that Balentine was ahead of 
him on time, let him pass without a 
fight. Zajic got off hard and knocked 
himself unconscious just before Trona 
road pit. Before Zajic could get under 
way and back up to racing speed again 
Balentine and Malocco has slipped by. 

At the second gas stop McCasland 
overshot the Clean Sweep pit, and 
after riding clear to the end of the pit 
row, doubled back and found his 
crew. While McCasland was finding 
his pit, Balentine came down pit row 
riding on the rear wheel and became 
the overall leader physically as well as 
by time. Malocco was in next stopping 
and the Cucamunga Yamaha pit with 
Zajic following. McCasland was back 
on the trail again in no time at all. 
Kelly was in next with Allen, Foster, 
Hibbard, Miller, and Biesner corning 
through in that order. Mike Martin 
(390 Hus) moved up and overtook 
Moulett before gas two. 

Balentine still had a good lead as he 
stopped for petrol just yards before the 
railroad tracks at Trona road. 
McCasland was through next with a 
bit of time over Malocco. Kelly worked 
his way past Zajic before the last gas 
stop and was running well by time. 

The last 30-mile stretch to the finish 
was considered by some to be the most 
challenging part of the course, 
especially the deep sand downhill. 


8alentine and his trusty KTM snce 
again crossed the finish line first and 
took the overall win with a time of 
1:41:38. Kelly got by McCasland as 
did Malocco, and finished second, two 
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Second and third Open Expert placers, Tom Kelly and Morgan Malocco got 
together afterward for a grin:and say-cheese photo session. 


minutes behind Balentine. Kelly has 
never raced a 400cc bike before and 
found it to his liking. With Malocco in 
for third, McCasland came in fourth. 
The first four overall riders to cross the 
finish line were also the first four by 
time. Crossing the line 13th with the 
fifth fastest time was Bill Tarling (250 
KTM) riding for Hemet Cycles. 
Tarling started in the eighth row and 
fought through dust to turn in an 
outstanding ride, capturing first 250cc 
Expert.

Desert M.C. hosts 
final '77 D-37 
enduro

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, DEC. 4 
The Diamond Back Enduro, 
AMA District 37’s final run of 
1977, was hosted by the Desert 
M.C., a club known for tough 
desert races. After many years of 
trying, the enduro riders within the 
club finally convinced the rest of the 
members to promote a D-37 enduro. 
Why not? The diversified club has 
already promoted a desert race and a 
motocross this year. 


While the enduro went off with a 
few problems, all in all, it was a very 
good first time effort. And you can be 
sure the club members learned a lot 
about enduros. 

The club had originally intended 





for all “A” team members to ride 
alone on separate minutes (one to 24), 
but protests from other “A” riders who 
were riding four to a minute led to a 
re-draw, and the teams were put back 
together. 


The first loop was sand city. Deep 
sand. Sand whoopers. Sand downhills. 
Sand uphills, More sand. While the 
“C” riders left at 10 a.m. on their own 
slower schedule, the earlier riders were 
wondering if the "C" riders were going 
to be able to handle the sand. Most did 
but it was a tough loop for a beginning 
"C" rider. 


Check crews were amazed to see 
T.D. Swets, 12 years old, on his RM 80 
Suzuki pretty close to being on time (in 
fact he burnt a check by two minutes). 
The A&B riders had a fast schedule 
and. the first loop took points from 
everyone. Best first loop scores were 
Mike Godfrey, riding a Maico, down 
just one followed by Yamaha rider 
Rick Munyon, also with one. 

The second loop looked to be 
tougher, but as it turned out most of 
the better "A" riders were able to 
maintain the schedule. Godfrey and 
Munyon, however, met with disaster at 
the first check when they hit it early in 
a 12 mph section down a rocky hill. 
They protested the check as being .1 
mile off but as of this writing, it's still 
unkown whether the check will be 
thrown out or not. 


The biggest problem on the second 
loop was speed change or reset signs 
being placed in the wrong spots. The 
problem again reverts back to plain 
inexperience on the club’s part. 


The last section of the loop ran 
down a challenging canyon complete 
with waterfall drop-offs at 12 mph. 
Entering the section was supposed to 
be a speed change (which was present) 
and a reset (which was not present). 
The riders assumed the club forgot to 
put up the reset sign and since it called 
for the same mileage as the speed 
change, waited out the re-set time. 
But. .6 mile down the trail — lo and 
behold — there was the re-set time. If 





the sign was correct the riders were 
now three minutes late.

Mike 
Adams apparantly clinched his bid for 
Number One in the 250cc class as he 
only dropped two points on his 
enduro-ized CR Honda. 

After a slow start early in the year 
and breaking in the Greenhorn, last 
year’s lightweight champ Jay Tullis 
staged a comeback to challenge Dave 
Matus for the  175cc class 
championship. Tullis looked good for 
a class win while Matus dropped a 
bunch of points. The final tabulation 
will have to wait until the results are 
issued. 

Tom Getzfrid clinched the Senior 
Number One a couple of enduros ago 
but still put in a good ride.

HARVARD RD., CA, NOV. 26-27 
Sunday morning and I've come

How many] 
hundreds there were depends on who 
was counting. At a minumum, there 
were 200 riders. At a maximum. ..who 
knows? Counting familes and pit 
crews, there must have been a 
thousand people stooging about 
between Harvard Road and Blue 
Diamond, Nevada on Saturday. J 

I rode on a seven-year-old Kaw 
Bighorn (borrowed) this year. Bike 
and I took a liking to each other, even 
though I fell off it getting it out of the 
campsite. Wasn't the bike's fault — it - 
didn't drink a gallon of wine Friday 
night. Trail riding is a wonderful 
hangover cure. 

The wily Duck, who sometimes 
walks among us disguised аз 
somebody's grandfather, had made up 
Quack! maps and info sheets to show 
people the general route and remind | 
them of courtesy to landholders along _ 
the way. There were free "Have you | 
hugged your motorcycle today?” | 
stickies from a dude in Illinois, and | 
matchbooks from the Hacienda Hotel | 
for the starters. | 

Friday evening a “Band of Brothers” | 
showed up with the classic PDoD T- | 
shirts, which quickly disappeared. | 
They are guaranteed to reappear from | 
time to time next year. | 

This was the third year in a row for 
the trail ride; warmer (very pleasant) 
and drier (lots of deep sand) than the 
previous two. The limed route hugged 
the freeway most of the way to Baker, 
bypassing the Cronese dry lakes. | 
However, the Duck had slipped in one : 
new sneaky downhill to keep us awake. | 
The pole line road to Halloran- 
Summit was a gas, as ever. Now that | 
the Doctor and his wife (who cut their | 
riding teeth on the first Duck Run) are | 
riding faster, our group made good™ 
enough time to stop for breakfast. ! 

At Cima Road gas stop, we watched | 
a mob from OCMC come in out of the | 
Shadow Mountains. They had |

apparently chosen to ride one of the 
old former race courses. 

The rock road to Coliseum Gorge 
was its old cobby self; but the Gorge 
itself was, well, different. Those who 
knew the Gorge remember it as one of 
those fine natural desert-facing 
canyons: rock-lined and impervious to 
tires, with a spring and some straggling 
greenery part-way down. It was a trials 
rider’s delight going down, but a 
handful on a race bike. 

No more. There's now a steep gravel 
mine road from top to bottom. The 
spring is a damp spot in the gravel. 
The original, natural gorge had 
withstood thousands of race bikes and 
other ORVs without losing its 
character, yet our race was shut down. 
Now this; and it's perfectly legal. 
Think about it. 

With that, and a new powerline 
road to Stateline, Nevada we were well 
ahead of our previous years’ pace. 
Then, on the Nevada side, we got lost. 
Again. (We got lost last year, too.) It 
was a new route this year, across the 
mountains, bypassing Roach Lake, 
headed for Jean Lake on the other 
side. However, the Duck's course and 
the Gambler's Paradise Enduro course 
got intertwined on the other side of the 
mountain, and riders started batting 
off in all directions. It was the classic 
scene of dust clouds in the distance 
and wondering, "who's lost, them or 
us?" 

It was us. However, for one broken- 
down rider (also lost) it was pure luck 
that we came that way. We heard him 
holler when we shut down our motors 
for a "which way do we go now?" 
confab. Took us almost half an hour

to locate him by yelling and homing 
on his voice. He was that far off, and 
the light was going fast. 

Thus we hit Jean Lake at nightfall, 
and tackled that much-used stretch of 
the old Mint 400 course in full 
darkness. Humongous ruts kept 
coming out of the dark to grab the 
wheels. Very hard on the Doctor's 
Missus, but she kept going. This was to 
be her year to finish, all the way. (Last 
year she cracked some ribs; year before 
that she broke her hand. Game lady.) 

We also found the Nevada troopers 
to be very alert, and also very 
understanding. On the California 
side, police power had been 
conspicuous by its absence, a hopeful 
sign that the Duck and all his fellow 
riders are on the good side of the law. 
(Knock wood.) 

Blue Diamond truck stop looked so 
good. I decided to hitch a ride back to 
the start area while the others loaded 
bikes and trucked into Vegas.

The most interesting bike at the Sears Point 
Trans-AMA round and the Four-stroke Na- 
tions was Knobby Shop International's Honda 
thumper ridden by Marty Moates. Japanese 


manufacturers are selling four- 
stroke dirt bikes for 1978 because 
of toughening anti-pollution 
laws, and a return to four-stroking 
in motocros may be a wave of the 
future. Especially if the bikes are as 
potent as the Knobby Shop's. 

A 350сс Honda single, bored out to 
450cc, nestles in a special chrome- 


plated Reynolds 351 chromemoly 
frame with cantilever rear suspension. 
Dual Fox AirShoxs provide 10 inches 
of rear wheel travel. Up front are 9.5 
inch travel magnesium Marzocchi 
leading axle air/spring forks. The 
front wheel assembly uses a Yamaha 
conical front hub, while at back 
there's a Suzuki magnesium rear hub 
assembly with full floating brake. 





The KSI thumper puts the power on the ground through this Fox AirShox 
suspended cantilever swingarm, a unique arrangment indeed. 
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This is the first four-stroke frame 
design which centers the engine in the 
middle of the frame. Japanese 
manufacturers offset the engine in the 
frame. There is no need for a chain 
guide because the rear chain only 
deflects two inches throughout the 
entire rear wheel travel. 


The 450cc Honda engine has been 
lightened and balanced in the 
crankshaft area. A new cam with head 
porting, 36mm Amal carb and other 
goodies help to produce 40 
horsepower. If that isn’t enough, 
they're also working on a 470cc 
engine. The complete bike tips the 
scales at a mere 221 pounds, complete

top secret development of a plas- 
tic motorcycle boot using much 
of the experience they've gained 
building ski boots. Nearly final- 
ized prototype versions of the Scott 
plastic motorcycle boot have been 
tested in the recent Trans-AMA MX 
Series by riders like LaPorte, Hannah, 
Weinert and Wolsink. The new boot 
seems to work extremely well, and 
production versions are expected to be 
offered for sale during the spring of 
1978. 

Leather boots have never really 
done enough to protect riders’ feet 
from injury. But it’s taken a long time 
for people to change their ideas on 
what a safe dirt bike boot should be 
like, and even now most people don't 
want to change. 
| Heckel introduced the first plastic 
boot, and though I use them and feel 
heyre the best motocross footwear 
available, they never have been very 
popular because none of the top 
btars...other than Jim Pomeroy and 

aston Rahier...use them. Tales of 
related knee injuries and not being 
bible to “feel” the brake and shift lever 
ere part of the problem. Scott 
designed their boot to counter all the 
omplaints. 

| “The Heckel isn’t really a plastic 
boot," explained Scott boot project 
engineer Scott Boyer. "It's actually a 
leather-plastic laminate boot sewn 
together. The Scott boot is 100 percent 
molded plastic similar to a motorcycle 
fender. 

“In each boot we use three different 
ypes of plastic to get three different 









































Scott USA's plastic 
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Scott USA, the goggle manufacturer, is known 
outside dirt biking circles as one of the top 
manufacturers of ski accessories such as ski 
poles and boots. Three years ago they began 


flexes. The hardest part of the boot is 
the shin plate. The remaining upper 
part of the boot that wraps around 
your leg is the second hardest. The 
foot of the boot is the softest plastic so 
you can feel shifting and it will flex 
while walking. But it's still plenty firm 
to resist injury. The toe area is super 
hard like the shin plate. The sole area 
of the boot that rides on the foot peg is 
a replaceable piece of non-slip rubber. 

"The foot of the boot is pivoted 
from the upper portion to offer 
forward, backward апа lateral 
(sideways) movement to prevent ankle 
and knee injuries. There are safety 
stops, though, so the lower portion 
can't rotate too far. If your foot gets 
caught under the footpeg of the bike 
the lower portion will rotate just 
enough to keep you from getting 
hurt." 

Other advantages of the Scott boot 
is that it has no exposed buckles or 
catching edges. Adjustable latches 
snap flush with the side of the boot. 
Inside the boot is a waterproof liner 
with changeable foot sizes. 

The shell of the boot is built in two 
sizes; medium for sizes 7-8-9 and large 
for 10-11-12. Liners are changed to 
get the exact foot sizes. 

In addition to the Star Wars look of 
the Scotts, another neat thing about 
them is they weigh much less than 
leather boots. I test rode a pair and 
found them more comfortable than 
my present Heckels while protection 
must be increased tenfold! The new 
Scotts won’t be cheap, about $150, but 
replaceable parts will be available so

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Trails End aluminum KTM 
sideplates 


By Phil Stumbo 


The stock plastic sideplates and inner 
rear fender on the MC5 series KTMs 
and Pentons are notorious for 
cracking. The KTMs of our 
acquaintance had an average life span 
of six to eight races. Ours lasted two 
months, racing every other weekend in 
the desert. 

Trails End, a San Leandro, Calif., 
shop specializing in the Austrian 


marque, has polished aluminum 
sideplates and an inner fender 
retailing at similar to original 


equipment prices. 

Mounting the aluminum products 
ranged in difficulty from easy to 
terrible. Due to the difference in the 
mounting holes from bike to bike, they 
do not come pre-drilled. The right 
sideplate was drilled, rubber-mounted 
and went on easily. The left sideplate 
probably would have gone on as easily, 
but the KTM 400 we mounted it on 
had a large-capacity Vesco desert 
tank. The front corner of the panel 
was blocked by the tank, so we bent 
the leading edge down underneath the 
frame tube. 

After nearly a year of steady racing, 
running in the top five overall at 
CRC/DRA desert races, the sideplates 
are still usable. There is one crack in 
the metal where we bent it, but 
nothing serious. 

The inner. fender had to be 
hammered out to reach the frame 
tubes for mounting. It cracked during 
use, but was going along fine until the 
silencer came off during a race and 
was pushed down there by the tire. I 
had to throw it away. 

Still, in comparison to the longevity 
of the stock parts, all three are highly 
recommended.

Dirt Werkes R&D, a northern 
California manufacturing firm, has a 
line of bike stands for most popular 
MxXers, distributed by Hi-Point.

RM250 C since we were testing the 
bike at the time. The stand we got was 
designed for the “B” model but 
worked fine, except for missing skin 
around the knuckles caused when the 
hand hit the larger “C” model silencer. 
That was our only complaint. 

Its easy to use, the three-point 
support holds the bike rigidly (handy 
when a nut about to be removed has 
three applications of Loctite) and the 
stand is well made. It gets our 
recommendation.

Bolger/Full Bore bike stand 
By Dale Brown 


In contrast to the Dirt Werkes stand, 
Full Bore decided to market a Joe 
Bolger designed model that would fit 
just about any bike. The vertical 
member attached to the handle folds 
and pivots, then stays in place when 
weight is applied. 

The biggest problem with the 
Bolger Full Bore stand is that the 
folding arm makes it difficult to line 
up the bottom frame tubes with the 
stand. One must peer over the side of 
the bike to see that one side is in place, 





then hope it will still be there when the 
other side is adjusted. Having another 
person around helps. 

But the $29.95 stand zs adjustable 
and we used it while we worked on 
Suzukis, Yamahas and CZs. It is more 
compact than the Dirt Werkes unit, an 
important point if your van/truck/ 
trailer is already crowded. We 


recommend it on the proviso that 
you be patient while propping up the 
bike.

Yokohama/D.I.D. 23” tire/rim 
By Dale Brown 


A few years ago, when most Japanese 
trailbikes still had 18-or 19-inch front 
tires, the cry went up for 21-inchers. A 
larger tire, folks reasoned, would roll 
over bumps easier and resist getting 
snagged in ruts. The 21-inch front tire 
became an industry standard for off- 
road motorcycles. 

Now Yokohama has a 23-inch front 
tire, and D.I.D. has a rim to match. 
They've been available for about a 
year, and 125cc National motocross 
champ Broc Glover used them in the 
Florida Winter-AMA series. 

We assembled all the items.and took 








them down to the friendly folks at DG 
Performance Specialties for lacing. 
Then the front wheel assembly was 
mounted on the official Cycle News 
test bed — a RM125 B Suzuki. The 
bike was run at several SoCal 
motocross courses and out in the 
desert. 

Running with a pair of longer 
shocks on the back to keep the frame 
geometry more or less status quo, we 
discovered the 23-incher really does 
roll over bumps better, especially 
braking ripples that build up before 
corners. However, sand is the 23- 
incher’s prime element. It adds 
stability and gives confidence to the 
rider by eliminating the arm-wrestling 
required when the bike isn’t going fast 
enough to plane on top. The only 
drawback we found was noted by one 
of the faster pros around, who felt the 
set-up didn’t turn fast enough on the 
prevalent SoCal adobe. 

We would really like to see a bike 
designed around the 23-incher so that 
the advantages of the tire and rim can 
be maximized without side effects like 
changing the frame geometry. 

While the Yokohama/D.I.D. duo 
might not be the hot set-up for adobe 
and slick motocross courses, it is 
recommended for sand and desert use. 
Just make sure you have an inch and a 
half clearance with the forks bottomed 
out. Or you might be over the bars and 
bummed out. 















































































































































R&R water-cooled head 
By Dale Brown 


The Cycle News test Suzuki RM125 B 
got a new head — the R&R Machine| 
and Products water-cooled head. We} 
tested the version with the radiator; 
there is also a water cooled head that 
uses a single hose loop to dissipate 
heat. The head works on a thermo- 
syphon principle — heat generated by 
the head causes the water to rise to the 
radiator and cooler water takes its 
place. 

By a рите seat-of-the-pant 
evaluation the head unquestionabl 
works. There is no power fade, 
whether you run a 30-minute moto or 
а 60-mile desert race. There is more} 
power to begin with because the head 
is milled slightly (.4cc less chambe 
volume) for more cranking pressure. 
Since the head runs so much cooler, 
the jetting can be leaned out all the 
way through the range. The leaner the 










jetting the | more horsepower. 
Remember when your bike always 
seemed to run best just before it 
"seized? 

Installation of the head was not too 
difficult. The radiator fits on a frame 
and the frame was mounted using 
existing triple clamp bolts. But, when 
we put the pipe back in place, a 
problem! To change the spark plug, 
the pipe would have to be removed. 
We considered this a definite liability 
f until we found out that R&R has their 
own spark plug wrench that will work 
in the tight space. Or you could heat 
up the pipe and put a dent in the 
| appropriate place. Either way, 
enclosing the lead wire in a spring or 


| wire wouldn't be a bad idea. 


After several months of steady use, 
the hoses are in good condition. 
Earlier in the year, R&R was using 
ordinary heater hose which burst and 
scalded the riders legs at the 
demanding Mammoth Mountain 


"motocross. They are now using hose 


that is rated for 300? at 300 p.s.i. for 
70 hours. 


R&R said they ran a test where 
temperatures were taken at the spark 
"plug boss after sustained high-speed 
running. Their results: The stocker hit 
510°, an accessory head 490°, the 
R&R head dry 375°, the hose loop 
R&R head 305° and the head with 
radiator, 285°. 

We.recommend the R&R head. You 


oi) can feel the difference at the end of 


the moto and that’s the part that 
counts. The weight of the set-up 
wasn't noticeable while riding, either. 

The head is priced at $195 with 
radiator, and approximately $160 
without. Get it from your dealer, or 
contact R&R, who will also give 
technical advice based on your type 
Гапа style of riding.

Emde wins Open

RIVERSIDE, CA, NOV. 20 
Over 300 riders showed up at 
Riverside Raceway for the final 
AFM road race of the season. 
Dave Emde's.750cc Yamaha took 
the early lead in the Open GP with 
Mike Baeder right on his tail. But 
when Emde went wide on the banking 
at the énd of the first lap, Baeder 
sneaked underneath to grab the lead. 
Emde repassed Mike by the chicane, 
but as Baeder chased Dave onto the 
banking on the second lap, Mike's 
Yamaha seized, crashed and caught 
fire. The race was halted. The flames 
were extinguished. And Mike limped 
back to the pits. 

Emde shot away from the restart 


'and grabbed a healthy lead, but 


allowed Richard Seifried's 750cc 
Yamaha to close the gap in the last 


couple laps. Seifried passed Emde in 
the final turn of the last lap, but got 
into a 100 mph speed wobble, giving 
Emde time to win the drag race to the 
finish. 

In the 250cc Grand Prix, Randy 
Mamola and Keith Code (practicing 
on a TZ350) were first off the line 
followed closely by Emde and Eddie 
Lawson. Code (who earlier had won 
the 500cc GP on his 350) passed 
Mamola just before the banking on the 
second lap and pulled away from the 
250s. Emde closed the gap between 
himself and Mamola to a few bike 
lengths by the finish. Lawson dropped 
out, moving Daytona-bound John 
Glover into third. 

Protests erased the victories of all 
the winners in the 550-750-Open 
Production race. Open class leaders 
Dave Emde and Lee Fleming, both 
Kawasaki mounted were disqualified 
for using special discbrakes, moving 
Lee Gerke's Moto-Guzzi up to first. 
Emde got some consolation by taking 
the bike to victory later in the 
Superstreet race. Newton Hildebrand 
and Rich Cox were disqualified for 
modifying their exhaust systems, 
giving Gordon Seim the 750cc 
Production victory. Martin Sachs was 
disqualified after leading the 550cc 
class, which gave the win to Greg 
Thompson, last year's Open 
Production champ. 

Alan Gingerelli led the whole 410cc 
Production race on his Rustan’s 
Yamaha, but Dick Fuller's Sy Klops 
Yamaha stuck to him like glue until 
Bryan Cathey, Scott Clough, Dain 
Gingerelli, Ed Toomey, Thad Wolf 
and Dean Cognito took turns running 
second through sixth. 

The 200cc Production race 
provided the closest finish of the day 
with the Can-Am twins, Gordon Seim, 
and Lee Gerke, separated by inches at 
the checkers. Seim, this year’s overall 
Production points champion, raised 
his victory total fór the day to three 
with another win in the 250cc 
Production. 

Bill Mullin’ Can-Am and Tom 
Burba's Yam blasted away from the 
opposition in 125cc Production. 
Philippe DeLespinay defeated Doug 
Draper, who won this year's GP points 
title, in the 125cc GP. 

By the time the ninth and tenth 
races rolled around, it was starting to 
get dark. Dave Cannon and Eric 
Paloheimo were the class winners in 
the Box Stock race. 

There were bound to be scoring 
problems as the head scorer admitted, 
"It was getting too dark to see the 
rider's numbers." Ray Straka had the 
secret of his second place finish: “I just 
followed Dave Cannon’s taillight.”

The 
94-mile event featured some super 
good uphills and downhills on the 
second loop. Speeds averaged in the 20 
to 24 mph range throughout the 
course. 

For the 497 riders who made their 
way to the starting line this Sunday 
morning the prospect of a long ride 
was not very enticing. Frigid 
temperatures affected fork oil and 
transmission fluid to the point where 
they functioned like mush; fingers and 
faces were numb after a few minutes

overhead promised snow. It was 
bitterly cold throughout the day — the 
only warm up came from the exertion 
required in the tough sections. 

The first loop was mostly fire road. 
The timekeepers rolled into the first 
check knowing that something was 
amiss however; as it turned out the 
check had been set up in the wrong 
spot. It was thrown out but the other 
five were right on the money. 

As usual in Northern California the 
perennial dust was a bit of a nuisance 
in places along the course. But it 
wasn’t a major hazard as in some past 
enduros this year, with the result that 
the great majority of riders carried on 
into the second loop after a 15-minute 
gas check. ' 





The second loop took the riders 
through a creek crossing (in wetter 
years this body of water would have 
been described as a mere run-off 
trickle) and then up a very long, 
snaking ridgeclimb that was almost 
fun unless the rider got hung up in the 
barbed wire fence that paralled the 
path. 

Later the course ran over the wide, 
stone covered fields which the Sonora 
Pass M.C. always finds for their 
enduros. The traditional trestle was 
also run; the trestle is a kind of bridge, 
a remainder of the old logging 
railroad, that hangs out on timber 
pillers from the side of a steep ravine. 
Wide boards are nailed to the ties to 
ride on, and it looks dangerous at.first

glance but one would almost have to 
want to go over the side to do so. 

An excellent downhill brought the 
riders into the finish check. The 
downhill dropped the riders into a 
short, steep and twisting fall — like 
water flowing down a funnel. It was 
finished quickly and the riders were 
back in camp and warming up a few 
minutes later, 

Paul Traves and Tom Mills spent a 
little longer time out on the course 
than the others. Tom went over the 
side of the trestle and broke his pelvis 
in the fall. Paul was crossing the trestle 
and came upon Tom's bike which was 
hanging partly over the edge of the 
planking. He saw Tom below and 
went down to help: "I didn't have any 
first aid stuff and I felt bad because 
there was nothing I could do except try 
to make him comfortable and wait for 
the medics." So he stayed with Tom 
until the medics came. 

Eventually Tom was helicoptered 
out. But Paul was some 64 miles out 
from the camp area, the riders had all 
gone through and it was getting late. 
He got directions from a ranger that 
should have taken him directly back to 
camp by a shorter route. Instead he 
became lost. After riding further he 
came across a sign indicating that he 
was 26 miles from the start area at 
Deer Creek. There were course arrows 
as well, but he couldn't tell if they were 
pointing towards camp or away from it 
so he decided to stay on the road. It 
was getting darker now and he was 
running out of gas. Overhead whirled 
the helicopter that was evacuating 
Tom from the trestle. He signaled with 
the headlight of his IT400C — S.O.S. 
— several times but the copter went 
on. He had very little gas left now and 
no matches. 

Paul thought it best to stop and wait 
for help. Night was coming on fast. 
Using the grounded spark plug and 
some of his small supply of gasoline he 
got a fire going. The wind was picking 
up and clouds were piling up 
overhead. He built a rough shelter 
around his bike using tree branches 
and crawled into it as the snow began 
to fall. The fire was at the lean to's 
opening and he could keep warm as 
long as the fire was going strong. He 
spent the night sleeping and waking, 
gathering firewood and waiting for the 
morning to come. 

With daybreak came rain. "The 
snow wasn't that bad but I became 
very wet and cold when the rain 
started. I stood right over the fire to 
keep warm. Sometimes I would fall 
asleep on my feet and fall into the 
fire. I started worrying about 
hypothermia. 

"I had to walk further and further 
for wood, and dry wood was getting 
harder to find. Once when I was 
looking for wood I saw the prints of a 
big cat in the snow and close by the 
prints of a deer. I realized that it was 
just me and the environment and I 
had to do what I could to survive." 

Getting weak and dizzy, he found a 
Coor's can and filled it with water. 
After heating the water on the 
sputtering fire he drank his breakfast. 
The rain was pouring down, but it was 
light enough to make out the road. He 
managed to start his bike, but could 
ride it only a very short distance before 
he was completely out of fuel. He 
pushed for awhile, gave up, and began 
walking. 

Hours later — about 2:30 p.m. 
Monday — he met the rescue team 
along the road, they in a four wheel 
drive. 

"Hey, you guys looking for me?" 

"If your name is Paul we are." 

“That's me.” 


So with this rather casual greeting 
Paul was delivered from the hard test 
of survival. His buddies were back at 
the van when he arrived at camp and 
they were joyously happy to see him. 
Later on they all went out and 
retrieved Paul's bike. Paul rode it out 
— “It was so great just to ride it out of 
that place, knowing that it was over 
now, that I had held myself together 
and made it.” 

Later they celebrated with hot 
showers and steak dinners in Sonora. 
Before heading back to the Bay Area 
they stopped off at the hospital in 
Sonora to see how Tom Mills was 
doing. Tom had been informed that 
his benefactor was missing, was 
extremely worried and was happy to 
see Paul again. 

While lying in great pain beneath 
the trestle Tom had told Paul that he 
would never ride another enduro, Paul 
and his buddies asked him jokingly: 
“Well Tom, are you going to ride 
again?" and Tom said, "Oh sure, it 
was only a pelvis."

Star Track in E] Paso closed out 
their yearly motocross series by 
running the track backwards and 
giving double points. It was also 
the largest turnout of the year for 
riders. It's been a struggle all year 
between three riders in the Pro classes 
— Pete Tanner, Scott Logston and 
Maby McIntyre. This race sewed up 
the year's overall win for Logston. 

Farly in the year Pete Tanner took 
the lead in the 250 and Open Pro 
classes while Scott Logston, just riding 
125 Pro, held the points lead in that 
class. Maby held a second in the 250, 
the only class he was riding. 

Halfway through the year, both 
Logston and McIntyre started riding 
all three classes. Logston took over the 
lead in all three classes then left to 
compete on the National motocross 
circuit. Logston was injured in his first 
race back home and was out for two 
months. When he returned to action, 
he was dropped to second in the 250 
behind McIntyre who made every race 
with high placings. 

Going into this last race of the 
season Logston had sewn up the 125 
and Open classes and had narrowed 
the gap in the 250, but McIntyre could 
hold the points lead. Logston rode 
flawlessly all day, winning five out of 
six races and placing first overall in all 
three Pro classes. Logston earned the 
title of number one rider by earning 
the most points and the number one 
plates in the 125 and Open classes. 
McIntyre is rated number two and 
earned the number one plate in the 
250 class. Pete Tanner held on for 
number three in the 250 and Open 
classes even after missing several races. 

In the 250 Pros, Logston (Yam) 
grabbed the holeshot and immediately 
started pulling away from the pack. 
Steve LaPointe, on a Yamaha now, 
and Pete Tanner (Pen) diced for three 
laps when Tanner took second place. 
Logston won with a big margin. Maby 
McIntyre (Yam) who had a terrible 
start, moved up to challenge LaPointe 
but LaPointe held his ground to finish 
third. LaPointe was also riding three 
classes and was having one of his best 
days but was forced to retire after the 
first round of motos due to illness. In 
the second moto, Logston again took 
the lead at the start and that was it. 
Maby followed in second with Pete 
Tanner a close third. 

Fred Fromel, a former pro who was 
seriously injured in June, made his 
comeback in the 250 Amateur with a 
good ride for first overall. Jim Amos 
was a close second. Amos didn't even 
have to race, he already had the 250 
Amateur number one plate. 

The Old Timers was probably the 
wildest race of the day. None of these 
"old men" would give an inch and 
almost all rode over their heads. 
Sherman Barnett, owner of Yamaha 
of El Paso and Logston's coach, was 
running away with the second moto 
when he bit the dust, putting him out 
of the race. Smooth riding Jack 
Heminway (Mai) put it all together for 
the win. 

Mike Day (Pen) won the Open 
Amateurs, which moved him to second 
in the standings. Ken Johnson (CZ) 
who took second in the Old Timers 
today, took the number one plate in 


the Open Amateurs for the year. We 
hear Ken is probably going to hang it 
up at the end of this year. Ken put in 
the lights for the night track, works on 
the track each race and has to-be the 
best sportsman on the track. We can't 
think of a better way to go out than on 
top.

North Texans set 
sights on GNC 
Astrodome MX

WHITNEY, TX, NOV. 13 

The 1977/78 Grand National 
Championship (GNC) motocross 
program moved into its "quarter 
final” stage at Lake Whitney 


Cycle Ranch with the North Texas 
Regional Championships up for 
grabs. A well-prepped, sandy course 
combined to further prime the 
already-stoked 402 entries who had 
run GNC qualifiers at a host of local 
tracks around the state over a three- 
month period. Besides the beautiful 
set of trophis and healthy Expert purse 
through 10th place, was something 
that can’t be bought at any price — 10 
slots per class from Mini to Expert won 
a qualifying ticket to advance to the 
Second Annual International GNC 
MX Finals in the Houston Astrodome, 
March 19, 1978. Of the 12 classes run, 
120 riders made it to the Dome, plus 
the top two from the 60cc (Mini-mini) 
Support class. 

Kicking off the action at 9:00 a.m. 
the 60cc class buzzed away from the 
covered starting gate, and the 
national-calibre Whitney track proved 
quite a challenge for the little boogers, 
although most of them did make it up 
the hills and through the whoops. 
Expected winner Randy Reed was 
upset in moto one by Angie Scott, a 
young lady but a veteran of years of 
Mini class wars. However, Angie 
caught a DNF in the final, and Reed 
sailed in the winner at 2-1 followed by 
Bo Daugherty (3-3). A pair of deuces 
was a winning hand for Amarillo- 
based Morris Troxell (Yam) over 25 
Junior Mini hopefuls, as Michael 
Caskey (Suz, 1-3) and Bryan 
Abernathy (Yam, 6-1) couldn't do it 
twice. Dominating 85cc Senior Mini 
and 105cc Open Mini were Clay 
Cauthorn, Jerry Surber, Jr, and Craig 
Raymond. All three were from the 
South Texas region, but trucked to 
Whitney to secure Astrodome slots in 
advance of the GNC Texas State 
Championship at Rio Bravo on Dec. 
1l. Cauthorn and Surber shadowed 
each other all day and swapped class 
honors, with Clay (Yam) taking Senior 
Mini at 2-1 over Jerry's 1-2, and Surber 
cleaning the 105cc class aboard a 
Mini-Elsinore ahead of Cauthorn (2-3) 
and Raymond (5-2). 

Several classes ran split first motos 
and. consolations to determine the 
Championships in 100cc, 125 Novice, 
and 125 Intermediate. Out of 50 
entries in the 100cc class came Ken 
Johnson of Burleson on a well-worn 
RM100A, and with pure skill and guts 
downed the field of later and tricker 
bikes with a solid 1-2, edging former 
mini ace Darin Eames (Suz, 3-1), B.J. 
Williford (Yam, 3-5), and Brent 
Johnson (Suz, 2-6) of Dallas. Top 
100cc class contender Troy Rogers 
broke in practice and was sidelined 
before the races started. `

broken down to three first motos, two 
consies, and a second moto of 30 
riders. Through it all, the dominant 


force was Keith Davis of Austin on a 
TC Racing RM Suzuki, who went 1-1 
over some of the state’s hottest

Novices. Dennis Hawthorne (Suz), 
who doesn’t ride at all in the summer 
months, showed no sign of weakness, 
ending runner-up to Davis at 1-2. Don 
Burns’ solid 2-4 earned him a four-foot 
third OA trophy and a high line-up 
slot in the ‘Dome. 

Without a doubt, many of the 
country's fastest Amateurs were here 
in the Intermediate classes, especially 
in 125cc and 250cc divisions. They 
would. easily be money-winning 
Experts in most areas, but in the Texas 
MX hotbed, they enjoy intense 
rivalries and are totally dedicated 
racers without worrying about trying 
to make a buck. Brent Fletcher carried 
his string of strong local performances 
to the Whitney Regional and pulled 
off the 125cc Intermediate win with a 
flawless RM and 1-2 finishes. Kyle 
Landrum (4-1) was second in a string 
of Suzuki-riding winners that included 
Derek Wedding (5-3), Stuart Cotton 
(4-4) and Malcom Vincent (2-7). 


The 250cc Intermediate races not, 


won by Keith Jernigan over the lastfew 
months can be counted on one hand. 
The kid from Euless has spelled 
“trouble” for this class since recovering 
from a near-crippling concussion 
caught in 250cc Novice racing in the 
"Dome last March. He's also become 
top rider in the Texas Emergency 
Service Team on an Irving Suzuki 
RM250 that always finishes. Keith 
went virtually unchallenged today 
after two false first-moto starts where 
riders pumped to the gills found it 
hard to wait for the gate to drop. Guy 
Allen (Cycle Roundup Suz) gassed it 
through the pack for a strong 2-2 
second, while Russ Fletcher (Yam, 3- 
4) edged David Greenhill (Euless Cycle 
Pen, 4-5) for third, and Chris Sharp 
(Pen, 5-6) was fifth. Chuck Nichols 
(Suz) ran away with Open 
Intermediate over USA Vans owner 
Chris Jones (Yam, 3-2) and Mike 
Barlow (Hus, 4-5). 

Strange is the fact that not many 
Experts showed up, since the GNC 
Region and State races are paying 
1200 to $1800 purses, and the ‘Dome 
Finals’ purse is $4,000. It figures that 
all but the National touring Pros are 
missing out on the GNC program, 
which gives the Amateur and Expert 
riders across the country a true 
National Championship Astrodome 
race every year. 

Ready for today’s battle, however, 
was Dallas Suzuki-powered David 
Jones of Euless, who has on recent 
occasions won over all of the AMA 
Pros in local 125cc Expert racing, and 
took top spot today, going 1-2 over the 
16 entries. Morris Baker was in 
contention in the first moto until the 
Husky's front wheel succumbed to 
Whitney's battering course. But Baker 
returned to storm the final for moto 
money and 7th overall. In a mad total 
of crashes and DNF's, Jeff Jones (Suz) 
ended up second OA with 8-5 finishes, 
Henry Evans (Yam, 11-3) was third, 
and Tom Holtan (Yam, 7-7) fourth. 

After the first round of motos, Dicky 
Turnbo (Yam) was looking good with 
a second in the 125cc and first 250cc 
Expert, but a double win was not in 
the cards on his home track. The 
125cc class hopes went away with a 
crash in the final, but the 250cc was all 
Turnbo's as he opened early leads and 
cruised in 1-1. Wyman Priddy (Bul) 
led a close bout for second, with Bruce 
Hallmark (Mai, 3-4), Dave Perry (Suz, 
6-3), and Steve Mulholland (Yam, 4-7) 
keeping close company. 

The program ran through very 
smoothly, mainly due to a complete, 
printed out rider’s meeting that 
everyone got at the front gate. It does 
for sure help to know what's going on, 





especially when going to a 
Championship race of this type.
